‘City council got in a tangle as 
bad as Atlanta’s tra*fic yesterday 
as it adopted a 25-mile-an-hour 
uniform speed limit in an effort 
to “put Mayor Hartsfield on the 


spot.” 
The mayor indicated he would 
sign the ordinance, making it law, 
and declared he would call on 
Captain Jack Malcom, who said 
the 25-mile limit would save 25 
lives next year, to enforce it. 
Council also adopted an ordi- 
nance requiring a full stop before 
turning to the right on red light 
to clarify ambiguity in the pres- 
sent law. 
Embarrass the Mayor. 
Adoption of the new limit came 
after several members argued 
against the 30-mile proposal 
which was approved by the police 
committee. Several 


voted against it because its mo- 
tive was to embarrass the mayor, 
they said. Others who were 
against the 30-mile rate, support- 
ed the measure for 25 miles. 
Authored by Alderman Ed A. 
illiam, it was backed by. Alder- 
an I. Gloer Hailey, who Friday 
night at the police committee at- 
tacked the mayor for asking citi- 
zens to write their councilmen 
about their wishes on _ traffic. 
Hailey opposed the 30-mile limit. 
Gilliam’s amendment -to: the 
police committee ordinance, as- 
serted that since the mayor had 
“stated to the press” that a 25- 
mile-per-hour limit would be the 
solution to the dangerous condi-

Alvin B. Cates, newly installed 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, criticized local government 
in his inaugural speech last night

. Speaking at the annual banquet 
of the chamber, Cates declared 
unequevocally: 

“I regard Atlanta as the No. 1 
Opportunity in the No. 1-Oppor- 
tunity section of the nation? Our 
No. 1 problem, and the one that 
is local gov- 
ernment, both in the city and the 
county. 

“After attending a hearing last 
week before a committee from the 
city council to study the Reed re- 
port, I am convinced that the citi- 
zens are deeply interested, and 
will support the Reed recommen- 
dations for the reorganization of 
our local government. 

“When you are called upon to 
do likewise,” he said to his 300 
listeners, “I know you will re- 
spond promptly and effectively.” 

_ Cates’ speech followed a talk by 
Charles F. Palmer, retiring presi- 
dent. 

Accomplishments Reviewed. 

Palmer briefly reviewed the ac- 
complishments of the chamber 
during 1938, and stated that cham- 
bers of commerce and democracies 
are inseparably intertwined. They 
have the same vices and virtues, 
Palmer remarked, pointing. out

to the capitol to pay their last re- 
spects. The courtroom was banked 
with scores of floral tributes. 

The body of the late chief jus- 
tice, who died Saturday night, 
was brought to the capitol yester- 
day morning to lie in state from 


10 until 3 o’clock. Promptly it was. 


replaced in the hearse and es- 
corted back to Winder where 
funeral services will be conducted 
at 11 o’clock (eastern standard 
time), this morning. 

Honorary Escort. : 

The Governor and Chief Justice 
Russell’s associates on the appel- 
late courts met the body at the 
Washington street entrance to the 
capitol and when the five-hour 
state period was ended they ac- 
companied it back to the hearse. 

Governor Rivers will lead the 
state’s delegation to the funeral 
this morning with the associate 
justices and the judges of the 
court of appeals providing an hon- 
orary escort. 

By executive order of the Gov- 
ernor, all offices at the capitol 
were closed during the five hours 
the body lay in state yesterday. 
The Governor also instructed state 
department heads to permit em- 
ployes time off to attend the 
funeral today if they so desire. 

The flags of the United States 
and’ of the state of Georgia flew 
at half staff atop the capitol 
throughout the day. 

The services. this morning will 
be in the Winder First Baptist 
church. Although Chief Justice 
Russell was a Presbyterian, the 
church was deemed too small to 
care for the funeral. 

Bell To Give Eulogy. 

Justice R. W. Bell will deliver 
an eulogy for the supreme court, 
while a short talk by T. W. Reed, 
registrar of the University of 
Georgia, also has been arranged.

JONESBORO, Ga., Dec. 5.— 
Rapid-fire developments today 
featured the start of ‘the second 
week of trials of persons indicted 
in a sweeping cleanup of alleged 
lottery participants and roadhouse 
operators accused of illegal prac- 
tices in Clayton county. 

Mrs. Jean Cobb, of Rose Garden 
Court, roadhouse on Highway 41, 
was found guilty of lottery charges 
last night. The case went to the 
jury after her attorney, W. E. 
Armistead, had failed in motions 
to continue the case and to quash 
the indictments. 


Heavy Penalties. 


_ Stiff sentences were meted out 
to Tom Bradley and Andrew 
Crider, convicted last week of 
using one of the roadhouses as a 
lottery checkup Station. 


They drew: 12 months on public 
works, fines of $500 and six 
months in jail each, when Judge 
James C. Davis imposed the first 
sentences in the indictment of 67 
persons throughout the county. 
The jail sentences were suspend- 
ed upon payment of the fines. 
Appeal bonds, set at $5,000 each, 
will be furnished, it was said. H. 
A. Allen, Atlanta attorney, rep- 
resents them. 

Sam Snead, indicted for alleged 
whisky sales at Rose Garden 
Court, failed to answer when his 
case was called, and his $1,000 
bond was ordered forfeited. He 
was ordered rearreste: and held 
in $2,000 bond. 

Mrs. Guyol Hunted. 

Search was instituted for Mrs. 
Eddie Guyol, wife of the slain t- 
lanta lottery operator, when she 
failed to respond to the call of 
her case, which alleges lottery 
operations. A bench warrant sign- 
ed by Judge Davis was issued for 
her arrest, and it was turned over 
to Sheriff Aldredge, of Fulton 
county, who made a futile search 
to locate her. Allen, who repre- 
sents Mrs. Guyol, previously said 
she would appear when the case 
was called. 

Roy Allen, 29, of Spring Lake, 
on Highway 42, pleaded guilty to 
lottery, Sunday liquor and beer 
sales. Similar cases against Mrs. 
Allen and an employe, Ralph 
Dunn, will not be called, it was 
reported.

Uniform Terms for City Officials 
Urged in Proposal Given to Council 


Couch Plan for One Election May Defer Vote on Mayor, 


Other Municipal Heads 


Until 1940; Legislature 


Expected To Get Recommendation. 


A proposal which may defer 
until 1940. election of the mayor, 
members of the councilmanic 
board and the board of education, 


scheduled for next year, was in- 
troduced yesterday in city council 
by Councilman J. Allen Couch, 

Couch also proposed that the 
mayor pro-tem, council’s presiding 
officer, be selected from the en- 
tire council and not from the 
board of aldermen only, as is done 
under the present city charter. 
Actiori by the state assembly 
would be necessary to change this 
provision. 

Though both his proposals, di- 
rected to the state legislature for 
charter revision, wére referred to 
the ordinance and legislation com- 
mittee of which he is chairman, 
support of his request that all 
elective city officials have the 
same length term was known to 
be favored by a number of mem- 
bers and the mayor. 

Rumors are prevalent at the city 
hall that the legislature will be 
asked to take some such step, in 
order to eliminate the necessity 
for city elections in both 1939 and 
1940. The mayor, councilmen and 
school board members, with three- 
year terms, are up for election 
next year, while the aldermen, re- 
corders and elective department 
heads with four-year terms are up 
for 1940. 

If, in setting equal terms for 
all, the legislature should grant 
the mayor, council and school 
board another year, then all 
would run in 1940 with the alder- 
men, department heads and re- 
corders. 

However, councilmen said -the 
legislature might cut back the 
terms of the four-year officials 
and cause all to run next year, 
when the mayor does. Couch’s 
paper did not specify whether 
equal terms would be for three or 
four ‘years. 


OFFERS TO LEASE 
OLD CITY HALL SITE 

A formal offer to lease the old 
city hall site for a 75-year period 
for $12,000 a year, promising the 
erection of a $500,000 building, 
was submitted to city council yes- 
terday by J. H. Ewing, Atlanta 
realtor. 

Ewing did not reveal the name 
of the client for whom he is nego- 
tiating, but asserted the firm is 
“well and favorably” known in 
Atlanta. Council sent his proposal 
to the finance committee for 
study. 

Ewing asked for a 90- day option 
on sale of the old city hall site 
if in the future a prospective buy- 
er for the lot at Marietta and For- 
syth streets is found. 

Ewing’s proposal for rent of the 
site gives the city the alternative 
of accepting $12,000 annually, or 
four per cent of its assessed val- 
uation, with valuations to be made 
each 25 years of the life of the 
lease. Present valuation is about 
$300,000. 

Should the lot be leased and a 
building erected, it would be tax-~ 
able by the city. 

Ewing said his client would 
guarantee to spend at least $500,- 
000 on the structure, for which 
$15,000 is now ready to be spent 
for plans, estimates and surveys. 

City officials said they under- 
stood the contemplated building 
would have store space on the 
street floors and would provide 
office space above.

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CITY TAX RATE 
SET AT 16 MILLS 

The city tax rate for 1939 was 
set at 16 mills, or $1.60 per $100 
valuation, yesterday by council, 
representing the formal action 
eliminating the one mill levied in 
1937 and 1938 for relief purposes. 
The rate for the last two years 
was 17 mills, or $1.70 per $100 of 
ad valorem taxation. 

Council also adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting the state legisla- 
ture to change the city’s tax lien 
date from January 31 to January 
1, to conform with that used by 
the county and state. This step 
was taken for the convenience of 
the merchants and businessmen, 
to eliminate extra’ inventories, 
Councilman Frank Wilson, chair- 
man of the tax committee, said. 

Setting of the tax rate at 16 
mills came as the city budget 
commission was preparing to meet 
to arrange the city’s finances for 
the next year. 

It brought to the forefront the 
fact that Atlanta will have no 
funds “earmarked” for relief pur- 
poses, as the city has had sincé 
1937, when citizens advocated put- 
ting on two extra mills for tem- 
porary periods to solve the finan- 
cial dilemma. The other mill 
comes off by law, as the relief 
mill did, in three more years, re- 
turning the city to the 15-mill tax 
rate it had in 1936. *

AUTHORITY OF NLRB 


| Rules in Favor of AFL, Says 


Board Lacks Power To 
Nullify Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(?)—~ 
The supreme court today took the 
following action: 

Declared the Naiional I.abor Re« 
lations Board had no right to nul- 
lify an AFL contract, but affirm- 
ed that board has wide jurisdiction 
over industry. 

Declined to give Tom -Mooney’s 
counsel permission to file a writ 
of habeas corpus. 

Refused to review a lower court 
decision against Bishop James 
Cannon Jr., who had brought a 
$500,000 slander suit against Rep- 


resentative Tinkham, Republican, 
Massachusetts. 

Deferred decisions on cases in< 
volving constitutionality of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and-~ 
the right of a state to change its 
vote on the proposed constitution-« 
=s amendment to abolish child la< 


On Interstate Commerce. 

The court decided the NLRB 
had exceeded its authority in nul< 
lifying collective bargaining con< 
tracts between the AFL union and 
the Consolidated Edison Company 
of New York. 

Despite the corporation conten< 
tion that it operates entirely with< 
in a state, the justices ruled the 
operations are vital to interstate 
commerce and thus a matter of 
federal concern. 

‘As to the contracts with the In< 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec< 
trical Workers, the court said the 
brotherhood comprised 80 per cent 
of the companies’ eligible em- 
ployes and that the board had 
failed to give it proper notice that 
its agreement was under fire. 

Refusing to sustain the board’s 
argument that the contract was 
the fruit of unfair labor practices 
intended to discourage member- 
ship in the CIO union, the opinion 
read by Justice Hughes declared: 

Act Gives No Authority. 

“The act gives no express au- 
thority to the board to invalidate 
contracts with independent labor 
organizations. That authority, if it 
exists, must rest upon the provi- 
sions of Section 10 (C). That sec< 
tion authorizes the board, when 
it has found the employer guilty 
of unfair labor practices, to re- 
quir€é him to desist from such 
practices ‘and to take such af- 
firmative action, including re- 
instatement of employes with or 
without back pay, as will effec- 
tuate the ‘policies of this act’.” 

In the pending case, it added: 

“There is no basis for a finding 
that the contracts were a conse- 
quence of the unfair labor prac- 
tices or that their cancellation 
would in any way make the order 
to cease the specified practices any 
more effective. 

“Moreover, the fundamental 
purpose of the act is to protect 
interstate _and foreign commerce 
from interruptions and obstruc- 
tions caused by industrial strife. 
This purpose appears to be served 
by these contracts in an important 
degree.” 

Green Hails 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
hailed the decision as a great vic-' 
tory for his organization. “The su- 
preme court has knocked the props 
out from under the board’s arbi- 
trary, prejudicial and grossly un< 
fair position toward the AFL with 
regard to -union contracts,” he 
said. 

Charles Fahy, general counsel of 
the labor board, told newsmen: 
“A careful reading of the opinion 
will show that the question of the 
contracts was decided on an ex- 
tremely narrow ground, was one 
of procedure and does not affect 
the board’s right to act on such 
contracts.” 

Lee Pressman, general counsel 
of the CIO, commented: “Follow- 
ing the procedural requirements 
laid down by the supreme court in 
this decision, the CIO will con- 
tinue to seek relief under the na- 
tional labor relations act against 
collusion between employers and 
AFL unions which denies workers 
their right to choose their repre- 
sentatives freely for the purpose 
of collective bargaining.”

Foreign Minister Ciano, of Italy, 
and Foreign Minister von Ribben- 
trop, of Germany, when the latter 
visited Rome. 

Von Ribbentrop’s task then was 
to persuade the Italiar. govern- 
ment to withdraw support from 
the demand of Hungary and 
Poland for partition between them 
of Ruthenia. At first, the Italian 
ruler resisted the pressure. He 
explained that the Fascis’ govern- 
ment, after having sacrificed its 
protectorate over Austria to the 
pan-Germanist cause, 
be expected to give up all its in- 
fluence in central Europe. 

Independent States. 

Mussolini argued further that 
the Budapest and Warsaw govern- 
ments would certainly become 
estranged from Italy if,they did 
not succeed in getting a common 
frontier, the only possibility for 
them to survive as really inde- 
pendent states in close proximity 
to Germany. : 

But von Ribbentrop had been 
instructed not to give way on any 
account, since Germany needs 
Ruthenia as the basis of a political 
and. military offensive to be di- 
rected against Soviet Russia and 
Rumanio. He was therefore com- 
pelled to tell his hosts that both 
dictatorships could not be expect- 
ed to live in harmony for any 

- length of time if they were to 
compete with each other for po- 
litical and economic advantages, 
and he added that the Rome gov- 
ernment had better look toward 
Tunisia for material gains which 
might bear comparison with those 
won by the Reich in the Danube 
area since last March.

You undergraduates who see me 
for the first time have read your 
newspapers and heard on the air 
that I am, at the very least, an 
ogré—a consorter :‘ with ‘Commu- 
nists, a destroyer of the rich, a 
breaker of our ancient traditions. 
You think of me perhaps as the 
inventor of the economic royalist, 
of the wicked utilities—the money 
changers of the temple.

DEFINITE OBJECTIVES 
NEEDED FOR NATIONS 


Theodore Roosevelt, born of,an 
old New York family, southern on 
his mother’s side, trained as. a 
young man on our western fron- 
tiers, was perhaps the first Amer- 
ican President in modern times 
who knew the whole nation. In 
the letter which I have read, and 
with this national background, i 
seems to me what he said in ef- 
fect was, first, that the American 
people have, and must have, a 
definite objective for the improve- 
ment of government, for the im- 
provement of social aind economic 
conditions; second, that these ob- 
jectives. must: be ‘carried out by 
definite action, and, -third, that in

He draws a picture of the com- 
plete lack of any restraints on any 
individual and infers that every 
American of those days, no matter 
what part of the country he or she 
lived in, lived in a utopia of work 
and play to which we should seek 
an immediate. return. 

A few days ago in: Georgia I 
talked with an old friend whom I 
have known for 10 years. He was 
what might be called an old- 
fashioned southern conservative, 
We got to “reminiscing” about the 


it}old days when I first lived in 


Georgia. He reminded me of the 
days when cotton was selling at 
five cents a pound, and, while he 
admitted that the ramifications of 
our federal legislation, and espe- 
cially of court decisions during the 
past six years were somewhat 
yond him, he ol'owed that so 
principle of crop contiol ebten 
and tobacco—decided on by a 
majority of the farmers them- 
selves, was the most Democratic 
way to prevent the return of five- 
cent cotton.

paper.and nowhere else. 

And when he left he said— 
“Young man, I don’t know the 
Unitéd States the way you do but 
I know this section of the nation 
pretty well. I don’t understand the 
actual working out of all these 
new-fangled things that the gov- 
ernment has been starting in these 
past six years. But I. know this 
section of the country and I want 
to tell you that there is a new 
spirit abroad in the land. I am not 
talking «just about the fact that 
there is more buying power, that 
houses aré ‘painted that were 
never painted before, that : our 
banks are safe, that our roads. agd 
schools are better. What Iam talk- 
ing about is that all of our young 
people in my section of the coun- 
try think that we are “going 
places:” 

Those two words “going places” 
seem to be an essential in modern 
civilization. 


DEMOCRATIC PROCESS 
AND NATION’S: GROWTH 


They represent the conyiction on 
the’ part of: the young people of 
America that life never remains 
static; that there are better days 
ahead than ever before; that an 
opportunity to find a way of life. 
to earn a living, to raise’ a family 
in comfort and security are better 
today and will be better tomor- 
row. There may be those in the 
world.who believe that a regimen- 
tated people, whose every thought 
and action is directed by one man, 
may give some people a type of 
security which is pleasing to them. 
But whatever convictions I have, 
none is stronger than my abiding 
belief that the security and well- 
being of the American people can 
best be served by the democratic 
processes which have made this 
country strong and great. 

The future, however, rests not 
on chance alone, not on mere.con- 
servatism, mere smugness, mere 
fatalism, but on the affirmative 
action which we take in America. 
What America does or fails to do 
in the next few years has a far 
greater bearing and influence on 
the history of the human race for 
centuries to come.than most of us 
who are here today can ever con- 
ceive. 

We are not only the largest and 
most powerful democracy in the 
twhole world, but many other de- 
mocracies look to us for leader-

survive. 

I am speaking not of the ex< 

ternal policies of the United States. 
They are exerted on the side of 
peace and they are exerted more 
strongly than ever before toward 
the self-preservation of democra- 
cies through the assurance of 
peace. ‘ 
What I would emphasize is -the 
maintenance of successful democ- 
racy at home. Necessarily demo- 
cratic methods within a nation’s 
life entail.-change—the. kind of 
change through local processes de- 
scribed by Mr. Justice Cardozo— 
the kind. of change to meet new 
social and’ economic needs through 
recognized processes of One: 
ment. 

Because we live in an era of 
acceleration, we ean no. longer 
trust to the evolution of future 
decades to meet these new prob- 
lems. They rise before us today 
and they must be met today. 

That is why the younger gen-~- 
eration means so much in our cur- 
rent affairs. They are part of the 
picture in their twenties without 
having to wait until they have 
passed middle age. 

That is why I myself associate 
myself so greatly with the young: 
er generation. 

That is why I am happy and 
proud to become an alumnus of 
the University of Narth Carolina, 
typifying as it does American lib- 
eral thought through American 
action.

THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS 
The speech of President Roosevelt, delivered 
at a forum of the University of North Carolina, 
at Chapel Hill, was notable more for its re- 
straint and its implications, than for any direct 
reference to conditions at home or abroad. 


In the field of foreign affairs he called no 
other nation by name, but reiterated that this 
nation is expected to take the leadership in the 
struggle of the democracies of the world for 
survival. In view of the forthcoming conference 
at Lima, this was interpreted by many as di- 
rected especially to the Latin-American coun- 
tries, with particwlar reference to the proposed 
program for extensive rearmament by this 
country. 

In making direct reference to the outcome 
of the national elections of November 8, the 
President said some had gained the idea that 
liberal forces in the United States “are on their 
way to the cemetery—yet I ask you to remem- 
ber that Jiberal forces in the United States 
have often been killed and buried—with the in- 
evitable result that in short order they have 
come to life again with more strength than 
they had before.” 

Interpretation of that statement depends al- 
together, it will be noted, on definition of the 
word “liberal.” Its meaning is hidden within 
the definition of that word the President nfay 
choose to place upon it. 


In recent years the word “liberal” has come 


to use 


’ to mean, to many people, the extreme left wing 


of radical thought. To others it has a milder 
connotation, merely the expression of progres- 
sive democracy, facing with calm liberalism the 
self-evident truism—stressed, yesterday, by 
President Roosevelt—that conditions of life and 


_gociety and government constantly change. 


It is not probable. the Reptiblican gains in 
the November elections represented, except in 
a minute minority of the voters, any desire to 
revert to pre-New Deal days. Everyone with 
any power of observation at all knows the old 


- days permitted many evils and cruelties which 


have, at least, been lessened by the attacks of 
the New Deal. 

If the November ballots revealed anything, 
it is that the nation wants to continue all those 
things which are good, in the New Deal. Such 


objectives as real social security, living pen- 


sions for the needy aged, fair treatment both 
of labor and of capital, industrial peace, the 
end of undesired unemployment, are among the 
goals to which all good Americans give their 
heartfelt approval. 


The points of criticism of the New Deal are 
not such objectives as these. Disagreement has 
come over some of the means sought, rather 
than on the ends desired. 


It is felt by many Americans today that the 
time has come for a taking stock of progress, 
for a careful view of the social panorama, and 
for consolidation of those things which appear 
to be good, and discard of those alien to Ameri- 
can democracy, its heritage and its ideals. 


There will be, it is inevitable, many other 
New Deals before the ideals set forth in the 
democratic ideology are realized in the United 
States. All thoughtful Americans ask is that 
neither the present New Deal, nor those to 
come, lead the nation astray from the funda- 
mental principles of her government. 


If President Roosevelt interprets “liberal” as 
a word denoting radical disregard for the basic 
principles of this nation and his government, 
his faith in it is misplaced. If, on the other 
hand, he interprets it as the view of a people 
anxious to move forward towards an ideal so- 
cial order, then truly are aimost all citizens of 
this country liberal in the finest sense.

' A PATRIARCH PASSES. 
This morning, at 11 o’clock, the state of 


Georgia will turn its thoughts to a church in 


Winder. There the funeral will be held for Chief 
Justice Richard B. Russell Sr., who died in his 


78th year on Saturday evening. Official Geor- 


gia will halt its activities, the capitol will be 
closed and the Governor will head the delega- 
tion of state leaders which will attend the final 
rites. 

There will be honorary escorts from the 
state, the bar and others. Pallbearers will be 
sons of the chief justice, including United 
States Senator Richard B. Russell Jr. 

‘But the real tribute will be paid by Geor- 
gians all over the state, men of high estate and 
those of humbler walks in life, who will be 
thinking, this morning, of the man who typi- 
fied, in his life,.a phase of the state’s history 
which, though almost gone, contributed tre- 
mendously to the virile strength which consti- 
tutes the real heart of Georgia. 

Justice Russell was one of the few survivors 
of a generation which gave to Georgia a rock- 
ribbed character that cannot be shaken by the 
winds of changing partisanship, He had strong 
beliefs and, throughout his life, fought for them 
with vigor and brilliance. Even those who dis- 
agreed could not but admire the driving pur- 
pose and the unwavering strength of the man. 

He possessed an intellect of surpassing 
power. Many who knew him only slightly lit- 
tle guessed at the érudition, backed by homely 
common sense, which made him one of the 
clearest of thinkers. Buried in the decisions 


of the supreme court are opinions, written by 
‘the chief justice, which constitute genuine lit- 


erary gems. Seekers after examples of keen 
logic, brilliant writing and hard, common-sense 
judgment could find few sources more prolific 
than the opinions of Georgia’s chief justice. 

He was one of the patriarchs of the state, 
an exemplar of some of the finest characteris- 
tics of old Georgia, a man who lived his life ac- 
cording to his own beliefs and who ever cham- 
pioned the cause of abstract justice, as he saw 
it, regardless of opposition or expédiency. 

His life goes into history, but it will always 
remain as a record well worthy of emulation by 
generations to come. 


IMPORTANT SKY NEWS 

The cross-country flight of young Johnny 
Jones, who switched from vaudeville dancing to 
non-stop flying, is probably the most interesting 
sky news to the average citizen that has been 
published lately. He proved it is cheaper, from 
a monetary standpoint, to fly across the country 
than it is to make the trip by motor. 

Gasoline and oil for his tiny scooter plane 
cost only $24.75, or less than a penny a mile, for 
the 2,785-mile flight, he estimated. He made 
the flight from Los Angeles to New York city in 
30 hours and 37 minutes, setting a new distance 
record for light planes. The same trip, by 
either train or motor, would require at least 
three days—and probably more—while the cost 
would be much higher. 

For the last decade John Q. Public—the man 
with the average salary—has been more and 
more interested in aviation; he has been want- 
ing to own a plane, to take short, quick jaunts 
in his own ship like he now takes in his car. 
Never before, however, has any flight brought 
out so clearly before the public that airplane 
flying of tomorrow will be cheap, measured by 
the mileage per gallon. 

Lindbergh appealed to the adventurous side 
of the public; Wiley Post proved the durability 
of flying ships; Howard H. Hughes revealed the 
newest strides in the science of flying; Douglas 
Corrigan made the public laugh with aviation, 
but Johnny Jones has hit the average citizen 
the most telling blow: He has proved flying is 
cheap. 

When the official greeters put young Jones, 
who is only 25 years old, into a hotel suite once 
occupied by Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd and 
Doug Corrigan, they made no mistake. Because 
he proved flying for enjoyment or travel is for 
the masses as well as for the upper strata of 
society, he should be honored—and remem- 
bered.

FREE SPEECH ON THE RADIO 

(From The Chicago Daily Tribune.) 
Father Coughlin continues to be .one of the 
problem children of the radio. There are others, 
but he is getting the most attention just now. 
Sensible people are trying to preserve freedom 
of opinion and expression and intemperate peo- 
ple are, intentionally or unintentionally, creating 
all sorts of difficulties. The most vulnerable spot 
is radio because that permits the most direct and 
effective appeal to the emotions. It is also already 
subjected to a greater degree of government juris- 
diction than any of the other communications, 
and the members of the Federal Communications 


Commission, even if they should be disinclined. 


themselves to interfere, are likely to be profound- 
ly influenced by the anger of persons whose sen- 
timents have been offended by some intemperate 
speaker. ° 

The insanities and stupidities, passions, preju- 
dices, ‘and violence that destroy civilization in 
Europe have sent their waves into this country 
to disturb the decenciés and liberties which must 
be retained as the governing principles of Amer- 
ican life. Americans cannot afford to allow these 
self-seeking promoters of prejudice to throw 
American common sense out of gear. One of the

uiring Dr. 
Gallup says Bennett Champ Clark has not only joined the first 10 
con for. the Democratic nomination in °40, but has alsa 
jumped into fourth place. The Gallup discovery was to be antici- 
pated. Other reputations have slumped, while a thumping home- 
state majority of 300,000 has made the Missouri senator an out- 
standing potential candidate, The interesting thing now is to know 
what sort of candidate he may be. 

There has been a deal of talk, one way and another, about Ben- 
nett Clark’s conservatism or lack of it. Now that it’s advisable for 
him to stand well with the President, his friends plead that his 
voting record shows him favoring the New Deal’s substantial proj- 
ects. In the arcana of the White House, however, Clark is still re- 
garded as a thorough anti-New Dealer. The President and his circle 
use the death sentence clause of the utilities holding company act, 
the court bill and the reorganization bill as-the ultimate Shibbo- 
leths. Clark opposed them all, 7 

Actually, the truth lies just about halfway between the two ex- 
tremes. The holding company act vote is the only item in the Clark 
record which makes it hard-for him to argue that he has approved 
every reform, while fighting every extension of executive power. 


‘Great grants of power he has attacked from the start, beginning 


with the economy act, going on with the first AAA and the NRA, 
and continuing down to the present blank-check spending. 

On ‘the other hand, he supported the banking act of 1933, the 
TVA law, the securities and exchange acts, and the wage-hour and 
national labor relations laws, His labor record is good. He has 
approved social welfare legislation. He has invariably voted with 
the veterans. In fact, the picture which emerges is one of a shrewd 
conservative opportunist, willing to compromise with the social 
forces of the time when necessary, but standing with the men of 
the right whenever the issue was squarely drawn. 


EFFORT TO BE GOOD Unless the Democratic party repu- 

~ diates its present leader, the real 
question in Clark’s: future is whether the President will accept a 
conservative opportunist as his successor. 

There is nothing wrong with opportunist conservatism, as such. 
Indeed, it is a very healthy phenomenon, for it permits needed social 
change with a minimum of strain and a minimum of damage to 
existing vested interests. With his excellent mind, his large in- 
formation ..and his Jacksonian flavor, Clark is also an unusually 
attractive specimen of the type. 

But that is scarcely likely to influence the White House. White 
House sources recently asserted that Clark had made an overture 
to the President. Clark’s friends deny that such an overture was 
made. On the other hand, cronies who talked to him in St. Louis 
before his recent departure on the Florida sugar junket state that 
Clark will do everything in his power to conciliate the President 
during the coming congressional session. His strong opinions on 
neutrality may spur him to independence on foreign policy. If the 
President makes another issue like the court bill, he wil no doubt 
oppose it. But he will try hard to be a good White House man. 


GREAT CONVERSION? Clark has a multitude of assets. He 

is an agréeable fellow, being a pic- 
turesque talker, a hearty laugher, and a quick-minded but génial 
opponent in argument. He sucked in political wisdom with his 
mother’s milk, conducted one of his father’s campaigns before he 
was out of short pants, and licked Tom Pendergast single-handed 
in his first campaign for the sénatorship. He has written an ad- 
mirable biography of John Quincy Adams and, except for his father, 
his political heroes are men of Adams’ and Andrew Jackson’s era. 
In the munitions inquiry, he exhibited a Jacksonian feeling about 
monopoly and big business, which should be balancéd off agaihst 


his death sentence clause vote. And he is thoroughly native and 


thoroughly Democratic. 


Orthodox members of his party like Clark. There was a time 
when a jolly laxness and love of an easy life worried his backers, 
but now he has submitted himself to a stern candidate’s discipline. 
Big Jim Farley is his friend, and Jack Garner is said to like him 
But the President remains to be con- 


verted, and his conversion is going to be exceedingly difficult.

Good News Peak YORK, 
Of Jimmy Veit is reported to 
be much improved in health, which 
will be good news to all friends 
and nonhating critics of the Presi- 
dent and the administration. His 
illness is said to. have been aggra- 
vated by discussion of his income 
and his income tax returns, and 
this can readily be believed, be- 
cause these are very private mat- 
ters between the individual and 


the internal revenue, not to be re- 
vealed except in case of apparent 
fraud. In Jimmy’s case many per- 
sons hostile to the’ President were 
quick to point out that the con- 
tributions to charity which he list- 
ed were microscopic by compari- 
son with his income, forgetting, or 
perhaps not knowing, that any 
contributions chargeable to charity 
or personal generosity are not de- 
ductible, and that Jimmy’s listed 
gifts did not necessarily do him 
justice. This, entirely aside from 
the important fact that a man has 
a legal right to give as much or 
as little as he likes, or nothing at 
all, to charity if that is his feeling, 
without being called to public ac- 
count and held up to scorn. 


The whole experience doubtless 
was very trying to Jimmy Roose- 
velt and the President, and it is 
suggested that other individuals no 
more guilty than James of evasion, 
avoidance or other wrong in 1e- 
porting or acquiring income prob- 
ably were just as much upset by 
the administration’s practice of 
publicizing the details of selected 
individual returns. This was done 
in a mood of hostility and accusa- 
tion in connection with a campaign 
to fashion legal plugs for certain 
gaps in the law. Men who had 
complied no less fully than Jimmy 
were tarred with the words “un- 
ethical” and “immoral,” and it is 
possible that some among them 
also suffered from gastric troubles, 
as he did, or other ills which might 
have been aggravated by the re- 
sultant nervousness and sense of 
iinjustice.

senate continued this method of 
harassment under a t from the 
President permitting the disclosure 
of the return of any witness called 
before that body.

He felt called 
upon to reveal them himself, and 
the interpretation of his returns 
and of his story was defensive and 
sympathetic by contrast with the 
hostile treatment experienced by 


others. Out of consideration for 


his condition, the subject was then 
dropped without critical inspection 
of his case. 
Denounced The whole affair 
A S has been de- 
somear nounced by the 
administration propaganda as an 
attempt to smear the President 
through an attack on his son, but 
this forgets that every law-abiding 
individual in the country should 
be immune to attacks by the 
President with the same weapon, 
and that individuals were so at- 
tacked. It was intended only to 
show exactly what Jimmy finally 
admitted and to prove that a 
double standard has been set up, 
one for opponents of the admin- 
istration and another for its inti- 
mate friends. And certainly if it is 
true that Jimmy’s health suffered 
to the extent claimed, then it must 
be equally unjust to smear others 
in circumstances which strongly 
indicated that the smearing was 4 
reprisal for political _ opposition. 
Victims of the administration's 
own smears have not been given a 
chance to stand medical inspection 
first, nor, in truth, should the 
physical condition of the subject or 
victim be considered at all if there 
is good reason to suspect fraud. 
But in the absence of evidence of 
fraud, the income tax returns— 
Jimmy’s and every other mans— 
should be kept secret. 

But, although it is claimed that 
Jimmy was fouled, there has been 
no announcement of any intention 
to desist from similar treatment of 
others under the .authority of the 
government to which every citizen 
should be able to look with con- 
fidence for fair treatment.

son was the squire of Dover Hall. It was a grand place where the 


darkness came down fast and the artesian well in front of the club- 
house made a splashing noise, musical and soporific. 

Wilbert Robinson, who was a mere 70 years old, could walk all 
day and never really tire. He was the meat hunter. One morn- 
ing, when he had pulled on his boots and picked up his gun, he said: 
“Why don’t you walk out into that satsuma grove this morning. 
There are a couple of coveys out there. You take Freckles.” 


Freckles was a lively young setter. It was very comfortable on 
the clubhouse veranda. The ducks and geese went marching back 
and forth. A deer ran into the clearing and then went bounding 
away. Some ducks went winging high overhead on their way to 
one of the salt rivers. The book I had was good.

The building continues every 
hour as the torrent of the muddy Mississippi rushes south with the 
rich soil stripped from the fields of an empire. . 

Nature’s law of balance works incessantly to tear down the 
high and build up the low. If there were no men on earth, the 
process of erosion would continue the endless business of making 
all things level. “The everlasting hills” is only. a figure of speech, 
Wind and rain and cold and heat gnaw at the mountains and hill- 
sides without rest, and rivers carry the earth into the seas, 

Man hastens the process. Where the matted grass roots of the 
meadowland and the forests’ deep carpet of fallen leaves once held 
the rain water and filtered it, so that streams ran clear except in 
time of flood, the plow and the axe have stripped away the earth’s 
protection and exposed the fertile topsoil to all the forces of ruin. 

The mud in the streams is wéalth—the only true wealth man 

possesses—the very source of life—our inheritance and our bequést 
to posterity. When all of it is gone, the life of our kind on earth 
will be ended. 
‘ Every acre in America has lost inches of soil since we became 
a nation. In the south, which possesses more than half of the 
éroded and ruined land, the rains still carry away $300,000,000 
worth of fertile soil every year. No war of which we can conceive 
could cost us as much as our own carelessness and indifference 
have cost us. , 

We can save much of what is left. The CCC boys have already 
made a start, but they can merely set an example. How strange that 
we can see no work for idle men to do while our vast inheritance is 


washing away under our feet.

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ANNEXATION BILL 
PROPOSED BY COUCH 


Passage Would Double Land 
Area, Add 100,000 to 
Population. 


Annexation of enough land to 
double Atlanta’s size and increase 


its population by 190,000 persons | 


was proposed in.city council yes- | 
terday by Councilman J. Allen | 
Couch, chairman of the ordinarice | 
and legislation committee. 

He urged inclusion in the city 
limits of all the property from. the 
East Point city limits to a line a 
quarter of a mile north of Buck- 
head. It would take in the Lake- 
wood section, Druid Hills and 
Buckhead, and industrial centers 
now just outside the city limits, 
including the Chevrolet plant and 
the King Plow Company. 

“This would increase Atlanta’s 
population to about 400,000 per- 
sons and would make this city the 
pride of the southeast,” he said. 

He estimated it would place an 
additional $200,000,000 of taxable 
valuations on the Atlanta books. 
Couch asked that the proposal, 
which requests the state legisla- 
ture to authorize the annexation, 
be referred to the committee of 
which he is chairman. 

The councilman called attention 
to the fact that the census will 
be taken in 1940 and urged that 
councilmen support his effort to 
annex the districts, heavily popu- 
lated, which bofder the city. 

“There are thousands of persons 
living just outside the city who 
are receiving city services but are 
not sharing the burden of the cost 
of government,” he said. His pro- 
posal would leave open to council 
the question of arranging or re- 
arranging wards, should the legis- 


| lature grant the annexation. 


His is the largest annexation 
proposal submitted in council since 
about 1929, it was said.

Kowever, this will be all chang- 
ed this year, according to Chief 
of Police M. A. Hornsby who,

Polling places 
referendum on cotton marketing 
quotas were announced yesterday 
by Sid D. Truitt, Fulton county 
agricultural agent, who at the 
same time urged all growers to 
participate. 7 

Quotas will become. effective 
for 1939 only if two-thirds of 
those voting in the election ap- 
prove the program. Every planter 
who produced cotton in 1938 is 
eligible. 


Truitt yesterday outlined ma- 


jor facts concerning the vote as 
follows: : 

“Quotas give farmers who are 
co-operating in the Triple A 
farm program a form of control 
over the non-co-operating farm- 
ers who want to expand their 
acreage. The object is to keep 
the surplus supplies of cotton 
from getting bigger. 

“The farm act authorizes loans 
for farmers when quotas are in 
effect. 

“If quotas are rejected, gov- 
ernment loans will not be avail- 
able in 1939. 

“Cotton quotas are based on 
acreage allotments. A farmer 
can sell without penalty all cot- 
ton produced on his allotment. 
The penalty on cotton sold in ex- 
cess of the 1939 quota will be 3 
cents a pound. 

“Quotas are separate from the 
conservation part of the farm 
program, under which conserva- 
tion payments are provided for 
planting within acreage _ allot- 
ments. 


“Quotas can be used by farm-| 


ers if they want them.”

man, by Richard Smith, another 
negro. 

Smith is on trial for his life in 
Judge Paul S. Etheridge’s division 


of the court, and Carter already is 
under death sentence for the slay- 
ing of Police Chief Charles Thorn- 
ton, of Jackson, Ga. Smith is 
charged with killing Herd, watch- 
man at Rhodes Center, on Octo- 
ber 16. 

Carter is scheduled to die Fri- 
day in the electric chair at the 
Tattnall prison. 

Without any show of emotion, 
he told Defense Attorneys L. D. 
Duke and’ Warren Hall Jr. that he 
expected “to die Friday.” This was 
his answer to questioning regard- 
ing whether he had been promis- 
ed a commutation of sentence in

Principal explanation for the 
poor health or under par condi- 
tion, the lack of vite or the con- 
sciousness of being “not sick yet 
not very well,” which the periodic 
physical or health examination re- 
veals in the great majority of peo- 
ple, is in my opinion prolonged, 
habitual, perhaps lifelong shortage 
of calcium, phosphorus, vitamin 
D and vitamin B complex. _ = 

It is virtually impossible to get 
an optimal daily ration of sun- 
shine vitamin D from natural food 
—that is, food natural for people 
of our time and race. Possibly 
people who live largely on fish 
may get sufficient vitamin D from 
the body fat and the liver oil of 
fish. People who consume unusu- 
ally large amounts of fresh but- 
ter, cream, fresh whole milk and 
fresh eggs, may get nearly enough 
sunshine vitamin D from these, 
the only sources of vitamin D in 
the ordinary diet of children in 
America. Certain people who con- 
sume more than the usual amount 
of canned salmon and sardines get 
more vitamin D than those who do 
not use these foods. But even in 
these exceptional circumstances it 
is now recognized by nutrition 
authorities ‘that not only infants, 
but young children and adoles- 


cents up to the age of 18 years 
|almost invariably suffer from in- 


’ 


_adequate intake of vitamin D 


I have endeavored to explain 
here in earlier talks that, to my 
mind, this prolonged moderate de- 
ficiency in daily intake of vitamin 
D tends to make youths in Ameri- 


ie unstable, how it accounts for 
the 


national 
“weak nerves.” 

The vitamin B complex short- 
age, from which nearly everybody 
on ordinary refined civilized diet 
suffers more or less, is more spe- 
cifically responsible for every- 
body’s constipaticn habit and co- 
lon derangement—the latter is too 
often called “colitis” although the 
idea that there is inflammation of 
the colon is an error. 

Wheat germ, the portion of the 
wheat kernel which is carefully 
removed and discarded (used 
largely for animal feed) in the 
modern milling of flour, is the 
richest natural food source of vit- 
tamin B complex. Vitamin B 
complex means rll of the entities 
or factors that grow in foods con- 
taining vitamin B—including B-1 
or thiamin, B-2 or G or ribofla- 
vin, nicotinic acid (black tongue 
and pellagra curative), antineu- 
ritis, antidermatitis and antigray 
hair factors, as well as several 
others not as yet definitely rec- 
ognized.

It is no longer funny to be fat 
and the comedians are streamlin- 
ing. We have grown to expect the 
glamor girls to have svelte figures

no more! 

That delightfully natural actress, 
Patsy « Kelly, has reduced 43 
pounds for the very serious rea- 
son that she felt she owed it to 
herself as a woman. Said Patsy 
.»» “When you hang 165 pounds 
on 64 inches you get a _ baby 
blimp—not a venus.” 

What furnished Patsy with the 
immediate incentive to lop off the 
pounds, however, was the nice fat 
role she had in a-recent movie. 
Thut role was to be hers if she 
could manag2 not to look suo well 
fed and, since the camera has the 
trick of adding a visual 10 per 
cent to actual weight, the popular 
comedienne really looked as if she 
had not been hungry for quite 
some time.

Lunch—White meat of chicken, 
fruit salad, glass of skim milk. 

Another five-mile jaunt. 

Badminton. 

Massage. 

Dinner—Broiled or roast meat 
from which all fat was removed 
prior to cooking, two unseasoned 
vegetables, glass of skim milk, 
black coffee. 

She retired each night at 10:30 
o’cloctk. 

Now, there’s a program that is 
really difficult! My objection to 
the diet is that it contains insuf- 
ficient iron and Vitamin A and 
B. Those elements could be taken 
in the form of concentrates but it 
is always preferable to take them 
in food and the diet should con- 
tain a minimum of one and one- 
half pats of butter, one egg and 
three slices of whole wheat bread. 

Losing 40 pounds in two months 
is just twice as fast as anyone 
should try to lose. When weight 
is lost that rapidly, too much of it 
seems to be lost from the face and 
throat and the reducer is apt to 
show.the effects of strain. More 
time should be allowed, and the 
diet should be higher in calories. 

Looking at those five-mile walks 
and games, it is easy to understand 
Patsy Kelly’s assertion that she 
has less trouble keeping her 
weight down than she did in get- 
ting it down. She is being very 
sensible about her exercise, how- 
ever, and, now that she is slim, 
never fails to walk at least two 
and one-half miles daily. She 
also does stretching exercises .to 
keep slim in the middle. 

As a result of her reducing, this 
star now wears a size 14 instead 
of a size 20 and she is extremely 
—and justifiably—pleased with 
her new figure. Incidentally, so 
are the studio and her audience. 
All in all, it pays to reduce—even 
if the going is a bit difficult.

PATENTS SWAPPING 
TERMED AUTO AID 


Ford, Packard, Association 
Executives Testify to 
Value in Competition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—()— 
The monopoly committee received 
testimony. today that competition 
between automobile manufactur- 
ers had been kept brisk by free 
Swapping of patents—a ~ practice ic 
now largely in process of aban- 
donment. 


Alfred Reeves,. vice president of 
the Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Association, said that much of the 
industry has been grouped for 20 
years in a “cross-licensing” ar- 
rangement whereby, with growing 
restrictions, all the members of the 
pool were authorized to use the 
others’ patents. 

Since. 1935, ‘however, he said, 
this has applied only to patents 
granted in the past. Future patents 
are to be the property of the com- 
pany perfecting them, to do with 
as it thinks best. 

Henry Ford, who has played a 
lone hand through his career, is 
not in this patents pool, but his 
‘shy, mild-mannered. son, Edsel 
B. Ford, told the committee the 
Ford Motor Company permits any- 
body who wants to do so to use ils 
patents free of charge. In turn it 
refuses to employ devices which 
it cannot get on similar terms. 

The Packard Motor Company, 
Alvan McCauley, its president, 
testified, has always charged roy- 
alties for the use of its patents, 
and paid royalties for the use of 
patents held by others, and will 
continue to do so. 

Reeves said the patent pool 
arose from the fact that the “man- 
ufacturers didn’t want to be, both- 
ered with patents.” 

“They didn’t want to sue one 
another,” he said. “There seemed 
to be a need for:keeping patents 
out of it and just developing the 
best possible cars at prices which 
the public could pay.” The resuit 
was, he said, “to throw the auto- 


mobile industry open to competi- |]. 


tion, with.the rewards going to the 
company that provided ‘the . best 
car at the lowest price.” He doubt- 
ed. that the universal use of pat- 
ents tended to standardize motor 
cars.
